for thy hardfpeeches concerning the Author of that book, he paſlerh 
them by, leaving Judgement unto the Lord, And for the errors, 
which thou ſayeit he vindicates, that remains on thy part to prove, 
and untill that be done, the Godly wiſe have both cauſe to believe 
the Dofrines therein contained, are true; and alſo the Quakers do 
walk cloſer with the Lord in point of converſation, and faithfulneſ
